A Postcript to the Washington City Gazette of 
Friday evening says—* We learn, from undoubted 
authority, that the United States’ sch. Porpoise, 
Lieutenant Ramage, has effected a landing at Cape 
Antonio, and captured /owr piratical vessels, one 
of them a large privateer completely equipped for 
a cruise—landed with 40 men—fought them on 
shore, and took four prisoners; the rest made their 
escape in the woods. Captain Ramage did not loose 
aman; he burnt all their huts and tools for ship 
building at the Cape; the pirates, the day before, 
took a Boston brig, and, after robbing her, beat the 
crew unmercifully.”’ 

The Buenos Ayrean brig of war Independencia, 
Com. CuayrTor, has put into Charleston for provi- 
sions and water. The report some time since pub- 
lished, that Com. Chaytor had captured a piratical 
vessel and hung the crew, is declared by the Charles- 
ton papers to be incorrect. 

Foreign Ministers.—The ministers of France, 
Russia, Great Britain, Spain, and Sweden, are at 
present at Washington. ‘These include all the re- 
presentatives of European powers to the United 
States, with the exception of Denmark, whose am- 
bassador resides in Philadelphia 

An inexhaustible bed of Gypsum, or Plaster of 
Paris, says the Cleveland paper, of the first quali- 
ty, has been discovered on the United States’ land 
on the margin of Sandusky Bay.

‘is probably more considerable than our readers ima- 
igine. The exports from Scotland of manufactured 
goods to various parts of the Union will this year 
/amount to about two millions steriing. The editor 
adds, “a trade se important it behoves us to che- 
rish with all possible care; and it is pleasing to think 
| that customers so valuable are a free people.” 

Letters by the mail from Turkey, of the 26th 
Nov. confirm the intelligence of great excesses hav- 
ing been committed in Constantinople, which in se- 
veral instances, ended in the murder of Christians. 
These excesses are ascribed entirely to the sailors 
landed from the Turkish fleet, which arrived from 
the Archipelago. They brought 30 Greek vessels 
in-as prizes, and on their passing Seraglio Point, 
these barbarians hung each to the yard arm, three 
or four Greeks, as trophies of victory.

Congress of the United States. 


On Tuesday last, Mr. Colden, of New York, pre- 
sented to the House of Representatives of the Unit- 
ed States, a Memorial from the “ American Con- 
vention for promoting the Abolition of Slaver y, and 
improv ing the condition of the African race,’ ” pray- 
ing Congress to prohibit involuntary servitude in 
the newly acquired territories of Florida; which 
was referred to the committee of the whole to whom 
is referred the bill for the government of said ter- 
ritory. 

On Wednesday the Senate had under discussion 
the bill to confirm the title of the Marquis of Mai- 
son Rouge to a tract of country (thirty square miles) 
west of the Mississippi on the Washita, which he 
held under a Spanish grant 

In the House of Representatives, after several 
ineffectual attempts to change the ratio of Repre- 
sentation from 40,000, the Apportionment Bill was 
passed snd sent to the Senate for concurrence— 
Ayes 100—Nays 58.
